e from Ferrieres, anoe‘ by way of Berlin,
#ay all discipline is vanishing at Paris. The soldiers
are mutinous, and in some oases have shot their
officers. The Manchester Examiner says (leneral
Ulrich, commandant of Strasburg, is strongly in-
clined to surrender thé city, but that the wounded
soldiers and citizens of the pim were unanimously
opposed to it. The Germans have armed the cap-
tured lunettes, Nos. 62 and 53, with mortars; other
batteries have been erected on the heights. The
German loss on Thursday was one officer and seven
men killed, and four officers aud thirty men
wounded.

Telegrams are posted up in the news-rooms here,
reporting that the theatre of Strasburg was set on
fire by a shell, and two hundred persons, who had
taken refuge in the bullllinE, the majority being
women, were burned to death. Also, that private
residences in the city have been broken into and
slundared by & mob. The reports are not con-

rmed from other sources, and are entitled to little
or no credit.

The inhabitants of Sevres on the approach of the
Prussians sent out a deputation to sue for Erewc-
tion.

Captive balloons at Paris are still in active nse,
enabling the military aunthorities to keep a sharp
watch of the movements of the Prussians. Another
balloon from Bazaine's hendquarters at Metz had
fallenwithin the territory controlled by the French,
The balloon contained one hundred and thirty-seven
letters.

A writer in La Franee, gives the following as the
Prussian plan of campaign, and claims to have his
facta from unerring authority:

“The advance on Paris was regulated with
mathematical exactness, 8o as to bring the several
German army corps around the capital by the lith
of September. Then Paris was to be turned on
the south, cutting communication on that side
with Tours, the seat of the provisional government.
From Versatlles, the Prussian headquarters, they
were to harass Paris until it surrenders.

Motz Strasburg and Toul gtill hold out,and pre-
sent at least a fortnight’s task. Meanwhile the
Germans will detach two corps to Lyons, Havie
and Cherbourg, and send fiying columns through-
cut the country, in all directions, for forage. Se-
venty-five thousand fresh ocavalry for that service
is now expected from Germany. A rtion of the
programime has already boen realized.”

Tﬁc writer affirms further that the Prussian Ge-
neral Steinmetz was raced because of the
heavy losses inflicted on his army by Bazaine.

Effective military measures have been taken for
the protection of Orleans and Tours.
